April 19th.' 1947 will\ mark the 4th. anniversary of the 
heroic revolt §fthe J^ws in the Warsaw {ghetto .35000 men, 
women, and children aros^in revolt aga-inst their suppressor. 
They Knew with deadly cerTJS4~n-ty- -wh'dt their fate was going 
to be. They Knew their enemy, this most bloodthirsty and cruel 
hord of murderers the world has yet seen. But they did not 
hesitate to fight and defy death.lt was the example set 
2000 years ago by the Maccabeans they derived their strength 
from, just as their example , centuries from today, will remind 
future generations of Jewish heroism and valour. From April 
19th to May 25th, 57 days, they stood their ground against 
a mercyl&ss foe, who had divebombers and tanKs , artillery and 
incendiary bombs at his disposal .

FErnALE IiMV-aS I OB ? 



In the editorial of our February issue we ventured to air our 
opinions on the membership ban. Our critical observations 
proved to be constructive - the ban was lifted, and a number of 
new members have already appeared within our ranks, while some 
more applications are pending. 

This outcome has made us bold, and, continuing along the same 
lines, we'd like to broach the subtle question of "female in- 
vasion" into our club. 

It may note have been known to everybody that an amendment to 
our constitution still exists, which makes girls "desirable" 
members. It was evidenced, however, that the majority of our 
members are not in favour of accepting girls, when recently a 
girl 'was proposed as a member. i-sfter going through the usual 
application procedures she was rejected in the secret ballot - 
because she was a girl. 

We are not driving at a revision of tne present standpoint . But 
we may be able to put forth a proposal at which we have arrived 
after considering the following points ; 

1. Tikvah boys at present are not willing to have girls with- 
in their ranxs . 

2. There are girls desirous of joining an organisation like 
Tikvah. 

3. ho similar organisation is in existence here now. 

So this is our compromise proposal: Tikvah snould become the 

sponsor of a girls' section. 

As a preliminary move we suggest that any girls who ^are interested 
in the formation of such a group, should make use of this news- 
paper to air their views in public - besides trying to arrange 
to get together. 

Tixvah will certainly not refrain from chipping in advice in help- 
ing to form such a group, once the demand for it has been seri- 
ously established. Tikvah itself has gone through all the woes 
and hardships of an infant organisation, and we can safely say 
now, that we have achieved a lot in the realization of the ideals 
on which our club is based. 

With the vast experience in running a truly democratic organisa- 
tion with a definitely outlined program, which we have gained in 
the course of our existence, it should be an easy thing - for us - 
to assist another organisation to be run on exactly the same lines. 
It is, therefore, not so much a matter of whether Tikvah boys want 
to nave a girls' section, - but rather, whether there are girls 
who want to nave a club like Tikvah. If we take this into consi- 
deration, this editorial constitues a challenge.
